She peddles useful articles 
among her neighbors and yesterday 
came home with more than $5 OO in 
money which she hid in some coffee.

WATCER IN TOWER IS 
ALERT 


New Alignment of Tracks in Chicago 
for Northwestern Line to Cars 
for Nearly 400 Trains 
Daily. 


Changes of a radical and Indicate 
nature are being made in the passen­ 
ger terminal yards of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad as a result of 
the construction of the .mammoth new 
passenger station, says the 
Chicago 
Dally News. 
A new 
alignment^ of 
tracks to take care of 
nearly 
400 
scheduled trains each day~hecessarlly 
will provide for a n*w Interlocking 
switch system. 
At the present time 
the many trains arrive and 
depart 
over the double tracks on the single 
span lift bridge opened for traffic a 
few months ago. 
The days of the old switchtender 
are over, for the 
reason 
that 
no 
switches ar** thrown on ’he surface 
by hand, men at the interlocking ma­ 
chines In the towers having supplant­ 
ed them, These tower nv-n, classed as 
train directors 
and 
levermen, 
are 
about as alert a set of nu n as can be 
found in any line of employment. 
There la no going "asleep at the 
switch" with them. They are required 
to know to the smallest detail every

How It May Ile L*«*A Effectively la 
Getting Hid of the I’ewts. 
By far 
the most 
efficient 
fly de­ 
stroyer with which I am acquainted is 
a dilute solution of formaldehyde, says 
a writer In Nature. If two teaspoonfuls 
of formalin (40 per 
cent 
formalde­ 
hyde) Is added to a soup plate filled 
w kh water, flies go to it, one after 
the other to drink, especially In the 
c irly afternoon. Some die in the water, 
many fall in the immediate neighbor­ 
hood of the plate, others succumb on 
w indow sill or floor. 
As a result of 
leaving a single plateful of the solu­ 
tion on the kitchen table (I am writ­ 
ing In the south of Fiance) hundreds 
of dead flies are each day swept up 
from the floor. Formalin water is free 
from the grewsome associations of fly 
papers and other traps which hold 
tileir struggling victims. 
It may even 
be turned to ornamental uses. A wire 
cage placed In the center of the dish 
may be crowned with flowers, which 
flourish equally well, with some slight 
but interesting changes In tint, in di­ 
lute formalin as In pure water. 
The 
solution neither 
attracts nor repels 
flies. 
Two similiar dishes placed side 
by side, the one containing pure water 
and the other formalin, are visited, 
so far as one can judge, with equal 
frequency. 
It is 
somewhat 
strange 
that so small 
a dose proves 
fatal 
when taken Into the fly’s alimentary 
canal. I find that to free a room from 
files by vaporized formalin, the air 
must be rendered quite ^respirable 
by a human being. 
The room needs 
to be amply ventilated before one can 
venture Into It. 
The interest which attar he* to the 
ob creation, that. flies will dunk a so­ 
lution of formaldehyde, ll* s in the 
proof which It affords that the me­ 
chanism of their s< n e of smell is 
similar to our own. 
No volatile body 
the density of which la not greater 
than tha; of air is a stimulant of 
our citat ory membrane. 
Formalde­ 
hyde, H.COJI, 
has a density 
of lo 
only. Playing In paradoxes, one might 
say that it undoubtedly has a malig­ 
nant odor, but we cannot smell it. If 
the nose be plv*ed close to a vessel 
containing a dilute solution of for­ 
malin a sci nt is recognizable, but this 
I take to be due (a chemist will cor­ 
rect me) to impurities present in the 
commercial product. 
Yet I find that 
when I sit within a yard of it my 
eyes begin to smart. 
In this respect, 
however, I am, I know, exceptionally 
sensitive. 
I cannot dissect Birdmen* 
preserved in formalin until after they 
have been soaked in water and spirit 
frequently changed. 
Once, when con­ 
ducting a viva voce examination with 
the aid of formalin preparation, I do­ 
ve lo(>ed so acute and painful, although 
happily transient, an attack of con­ 
ium tivitis as made it impossible for 
mo to attend the examiners’ meeting. 
The fact that so deleterious a volatile 
body as formaldehyde does not appeal 
to our sense of smell would seem to 
confirm the only theory of the physics 
of 
olfaction 
at 
present 
plausible, 
tho igh 
far 
from 
comprehensible— 
namely, that which attributes to the 
hairs of 
the cells of 
Cue olfactory 
membranee the capacity of respond­ 
ing to the alterations in the vibration 
frequency or amplitude of molecules 
of air which are caused by the pres­ 
ence among them of heavier mole­ 
cules.

If a thoroughly dry and clean sew­ 
ing needle is carefully laid on the sur­ 
face of water In a basin the needle 
will float In spite of the high density 
of steed 
seven or eight times that of 
water. On close inspection it is found 
that the surface of the water is de­ 
pressed under the needle, much as 
if there were a thin film stretched 
over the water and slightly Indented 
by the weight of the needle. 
This property of liquid* of offering 
a certain resistance to a force exerted 
upon their surface is termed “surface 
tension.” The magnitude of the force 
of surface tension varies from one 
liquid to another. It is greatest in tile 
case of mercury. 
Tile cause of the 
phenomenon must probably be looked 
for in the attraction of the liquid 
molecules to one another. 
A sewing needle thus floating upon 
water may be used a* a c ompass if it 
has previously been magnetized. 
It 
will then point north and south and 
will maintain this position if the con­ 
taining vessel is moved about, 
lf the 
needle is displaced by force It will re­ 
turn to Its position along the mag­ 
netic meridian as soon as the restraint 
la removed. - Chi* ago Tribune.

If it had been fine we 
should have walked 
there, but the 
road was transformed into a running 
stream, and it seemed wiser to take 
a ( arriage. A drive of fifteen minute* 
brought us to Pieve. 
The carriage 
stopped in tho middle of the "Piazza 
Tiztano,” under Titian’* statue, and 
the driver asked what we wanted to 
do. 
It had begun to rain again hard, 
but we scrambled out from under the 
dirty, smelly hood and, anmed with 
umbrellas, started for Titian's house, 
telling the driver to walt for us at 
the Hotel a1 Progreso. 
The village 
is small. 
Some rather large 
stone 
houses, which are dignified .with the 
name of 
"palazzi.” 
Titian’* 
house 
didn’t say much to us. 
Two small, 
low, dark rooms. 
One can’t imagine 
how the boy could have had any in­ 
spiration or visions of his splendid 
coloring In such surroundings—but one 
of the rooms, they told us, was his 
studio. 
However, 
he was taken to 
Venice, to study, when he was only 
IO years old, so it was only his first 
childish years that 
were 
spent In 
Pieve. Some people live In the house— 
a barber, I think. They showed us all 
over the rooms and said a great many 
people came to see them—principally 
English.

hts own, He always remained in touch 
with his native place, and came back 
to It very often—wanted to come home 
to die when he was 99 years old and 
the plague was raging in Venice.

from a quartz 
pebhle, 
many 
hideous masks used at ceremonies of 
secret societies, examples of Iroquois 
pottery and implements of war and 
the chase, and a quantity of human 
bones from graves on Manhattan Isl­ 
and, which were Invariably covered 
with or surrounded by oyster shells 
having a ceremonial significance.

CHEAP COAL RISES IN VALUE. 


C o n v i c t 
R o a d 
H a l l d l n s r . 
Th© use of convicts on road con­ 
struction is receiving considerable at­ 
tention In a number of States and it is 
apparent that before long this method 
of utilizing th© 
enforced 
labor of 
able-bodied men will be regarded with 
greater favor than it is at present, 
says the Engineering Record. 
There 
are two decided advantages in making 
use of convict labor 
on 
highway 
construction. 
The first of 
these is 
that a large number of men are im­ 
prisoned for short terms and it is Im­ 
practicable to teach them any trade 
during such a brief period, even in 
those States where trades are taught 
in the penitentiaries. 
It is much bet­ 
ter to keep these men in active, use­ 
ful work than in idleness or engaged 
on menial tasks which are manifestly 
set merely to keep them busy. 
The second advantage of convict la­ 
bor of this sort Is that roads can be 
obtained In this way at a low cost 
which otherwise would not be 
con­ 
structed for some years. 
The work 
can be done under competent inspec­ 
tors, 
with authority 
to make such 
trials of new systems of construction 
as the authorities who pay for the 
work consider advisable. 
By follow­ 
ing out this plan the 
experimental 
work will be entirely apart from reg­ 
ular construction and can be conduct­ 
ed under the best of conditions for 
insuring 
a 
thoroughly 
satisfactory 
test. 
There la a general objection to 
the use of convicts on roads, due to 
the aversion of having them in the 
neighborhood of settled districts, but 
it has been observed that where they 
are so employed this feeling of dis­ 
trust soon wears away. 
The prisoners 
employed on such work are generally 
men serving short 
terms, 
who are 
aware that an effort to escape will re­ 
sult in such serious consequences to 
themselves that it is much better for 
them to serve out their terms credita­ 
bly.

With a sandy soil and a subsoil of 
clay or clay and gravel plow deep, so 
as to raise and mix the clay with 
the surface soil and sand. 
The combination forms a sand clay 
road at a trifling expense. 
If the road be entirely of sand a 
mistake will be made if it is plowed, 
unless clay can be added. 
Such plowing would merely deepen 
the sand, and at the same time break 
up the small amount of hart1 surface 
material* which may have formed. 
If the subsoil is clay and the sur­ 
face scant in sand or gravel, plowing 
should not be resorted to, as it would 
result in a clay surface rather than 
one of sand or gravel, 
A road foreman must know not only 
what to plow, and what not to plow, 
but how and when to plow. 
If the road is of the kind which, 
according to 
the above instructions, 
should be plowed over Its whole width, 
the best method is to run the first 
furrow in the middle of the road and 
work out to the sides, thus forming 
a crown. 
Results from such plowing are the 
greatest in the spring or early sum­ 
mer. 
In ditches a plow* can be used to 
good advantage, but should be follow­ 
ed by a ic raper or grader. 
To make wide, deep ditches, nothing 
better than the ordinary drag scraper 
has yet been devised. 
For hauls under IOO feet or In mak­ 
ing “flus” it Is especially serviceable.

AMERICAN PIRE WASTE 
S 


OME impressively unpleasant figures, bear 
in* upon the enormous annual Are waste 
In this country, are given in the report of 
the National Board of Underwriters, re­ 
cently made public. 
The ordinary fire 
losses, apart from such exceptional and 
largely non-preventable disasters as that 
a t San Francisco, are more than $200,000,000 a year. 
In the first three months of 1909 they were $53,000,000 
—an average of nearly three quarters of a million every 
day. 
The aggregate loss In five years is more than the 
amount of the national debt. 
American city fire departments are recognized as su­ 
perior to those of European cities; and aUhongh In 
this c o u n ty a much larger proportion of the buildings 
consists of inflammable wooden structures than Is the 
case In Europe, that does not account for the fact that 
our fire losses are from ten to thirty times greater than 
those of European countries. 
The National Board of Underwriters declares that 
the real cause is "carelessness and recklessness here. 
as against the care, forethought and wise supervision 
in Europe.” 
More disheartening still is the fact that 
American fire lose In steadily increasing year by year. 
It is annually nearly two and a half times as great as 
in ISSC, and the rate of increase is almost twice that 
of the increase in population In the same period. 
The widespread movement for tho prevention of u n ­ 
necessary waste In natural resources and in raw m ate­ 
rial is most commendable, but it is even more desirable 
to check waste by fire. 
When buildings are burned 
there is more lest than the actual money value of the 
buildings themselves, for business is usually interrupt­ 
ed and the communultles are deprived of taxable prop­ 
erty. 
The problem of preventing this waste, since so 
much of it is declared by experts to be preventable, is 
one which may well engage tile serious attention of the 
American people.—Youth’s Companion.

IRONLESS SH IP BUILT TO 
SU R VEY THE WORLD 


Destined for a fifteen-year cruise to 
all accessible parts cff the world, the 
non-magnetlc yacht, Carnegie, recently 
launched In Brooklyn, N. Y., Is expect­ 
ed to become a prominent figure In the 
m aritim e hall of fame. 
Built for use In a magnetic survey 
of the earth, the Carnegie is expected 
to encounter experiences such as no 
other vessel has been through. 
She 
will wrestle, probably, with Ice packs 
In the Arctic, and may meet terrific 
typhoons off the Asiatic coast. 
Her 
crew 
may 
shorten 
sail before the 
storm king of Cape Horn and whistle 
for breezes in the sultry Sargasso sea. 
Even in her construction, the yacht 
differs from (cher vessels. 
No steel 
of Iron has entered Into her construe- 
tlon, except about 600 pounds neces- | 
Bary for certain parts of her ma. hin­ 
ts y. 
She will be nearer ail wood than 
than any other modern craft afloat. 
It la hoped that the voyage of the 
Carnegie will bring not only fame to I 
herself, but lasting benefit to all the 
great multitude who go down to the I 
sea in ships. 
The scientists to sail j 
In her hope to discover, among other 
things, the location and characteristics 
of the North magnetic pole. 
The Carnegie Institution of W ash­ 
ington, which built the vessel about 
five years ago, undertook to m ake a 
series of systematic surveys. 
There 
was organized a departm ent 
of 
re­ 
sea r. h in terrestrial magnetism, which 
was placed In charge of 
Dr. L. A. 
Bauer, who was formerly In charge of 
the magnetic survey of 
the 
United 
States under the coast and geodetic 
eurvt-y, 
Since then valuable work has 
been done in the Pacific Ocean, the j 
yacht cia1 lie# m aking three 
voyages 
aggregating 60.000 nautical miles 
It Is because 
f the peculiar char­ 
acter of the work for which she la in- i 
tended that the vessel was built with­ 


out the use of iron or steel. Her beams 
and 
planks are held 
together with 
wooden treenails, and spikes and bolts 
of copper and bronze. 
Her engine and 
other machinery are of 
brass 
and 
bronze, and even the propeller is of 
; manganese bronze. 
Those of us who recall our early 
| history 
lessons 
remember, 
probably, 
the statem ent that at o n e'tim e on the 
j great voyage of Columbus his sailors 
mutinied because the compass needle 
failed to point to the North atar. Such 
I eccentricities of 
the 
compass 
have 
bothered m arin ers ever since. Perhaps 
they did before. 
| 
It Is a well-known fact 
th a t 
the 
compass In certain parts of the earth 
does not remain true to due 
north. 
On some localities the variation may 
be several degrees. 
Off the coast of 
Oregon and Washington the variation 
Is aa much as twenty to twenty-five 
degrees. 
This variation Is found on 
land as well as on the ocean. 
There are a n um ber of lines along 
which 
the 
compass 
needle 
always 
points due north. 
One of these lines 
of "no variation” begins in the east­ 
ern 
part 
of 
I^ake 
Superior, 
runs 
through Ohio. about midway between 
Cincinnati 
and 
Columbus, 
through 
eastern Tennessee, cuts through South 
Carolina and strikes out into the At­ 
lantic near Beaufort. 
On the east side of this line 
the 
compass needle is draw n 
by 
some 
mysterious 
force to 
the westward; 
west of the line it la drawn 
to the 
east. 
On the upper coast of Maine 
the needle gets as much as twenty-one 
degrees west of "true.” 
The geographic north pole Is not the 
magnetic pole; Just w'here the latter hi 
remains as much of a mystery as the 
pole Peary is seeking. 
And another 
strange thing about it, the magnetic 
pole is not stationary; It Is continu­ 
ally moving, although very slowly 
It 
has not been discovered In what direc­ 
tion the magnetic pole is moving, 
W h e n ,th e magnetic pole shall have 
been located and Its various phenom­ 
ena ascertained, many of the existing 
problems of navigation will disappear. I 
To solve these riddles will he one of j 
the tasks of the scientists aboard the 
Carnegie. 
In building the ship some puzzling 
questions had to be solved 
The boat 
had to be virtually non magnetic For 
that reason iron and steel could not j 
enter Into its construction. 
It wa* to 
be the first vessel in which such ma­ 
terials were not to be found. 
With . 


the exception of thin cast-iron linings 
In the engine cylinders and the steel 
cams 
necessary 
for 
operating 
the 
valves, magnetic m aterials were 
ex­ 
cluded altogether. 
While sails are to be relied upon 
mainly, auxiliary powder is necessary 
for maneuvering in harbors or for use 
in calms at sea. 
For this power It 
was decided th at steam would not do, 
because the boilers and engines would 
be highly magnetic. 
It would not be 
practicable to use gasoline or oil, be­ 
cause of the danger of carrying such 
large quantities as would be needed 
in exploring faraway waters. 
The dif­ 
ficulty was solved by Installing a spe­ 
cially constructed marine 
gas 
pro 
ducer, using coal, In connection with 
a bronze Internal combustion engine. 
The { arnegle Institution is not con­ 
fining its magnetic survey work to the 
seas. 
It has had several land expedi. 
tions ar work 
two in Africa, one in 
Asia Minor and Persia and 
one 
In 
( bins 
It has also worked over part 
of South America, Central America, 
British America and Greenland.
